ago to mutilate coins in this manner in Italy. No intelli- 
gent collector would care for them thus. We consider them 
only worth their present day gold value. Possibly froma 
jeweller's standpoint you could mount them into pins etc. 
and get more than sold value. One of the coins of Alexander 
the Great is vorth no more than its present day gold value 
or possibly a little over as it is mich too worn for the 
average collector. The other one, that is the larger one, 
is worth from $18.00 to e little over $20.00...
